The Havana press, which went three days without even 
mentioning Mikoyan 's presence In Cuba, reports bis visit 
tc Bavana University last night. Hikoyan repeated earlier 
statements of general Soviet support for the Castro re- 
vise And for Castro's 2i?e de»ands for w peaee with dignity 
which he called "a prograa for pe?ce in the Caribbean." 
Hothing in his speech gave any indication of the status 
of his talks with Cuban leaders. 

Old Cuban Communist Marinello, rector of the Univer- 
sity, introduced Mikoyan declaring "we should have faith 
in the help of the Soviet Union, whatever the difficulties 
of the »oaect . " Be also declared "the crisis 1b cot over

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Guateaalan President Ifii^oras announces on xv flov«i- 
ber that his government would recognize and harbor « Cu- 
ban governaes* -in-exile unless the Castro regiae immedi- 
ately expels pro-Coaaunist for»er Guite&alaD President 
Arbenx "&ad his gan^" fros Cuba. Ydigoras re-eapbasized 


that the danger tt Gnatesala froa Castro-Coa*unist *ub- 
version* remains a threat. Tot so»e aonths, Ydigoras 
ha* beea_Jjj contact with a conservative Ooban exile fac- 
tion srhicb calls Itself the "constitational #overa*ent 
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In Peru a group of sc*e 20 to 30 persons, evidently 
students, attacked a Liaa TV station, apparently because 
the station had shown a USIS t ila entitled "Castro and 
Cuba." They threw stones and Molotov cocktail6, break- 
ing windows and doors and damaging one of the station's 
transmitters . 

The Colombian Toreign Ministry announced on 12 tfo- 
veaber that Colonbia was re-establishing relations with 
Peru, broken at the ti»e of the ailitary coup in Peru. 
The stated reason was the Peruvian Governsect 's "atti- 
tude ^irard the Caribbean problem and its intention to 
hold general elections." 




Soviet propaganda costinues to stress tbe "co»pro- 
■ise" nature of tbe agreeaeDts reached on Cuba and tbe 
"■utual concessions and comic ititentb" involved. Tbe USSR 
i6 pictured as having fulfilled its half of tbe bargain 
and tbe United States is being asked to live op to its 
"cosaffltaents . " Peiping's People 's Itaily, bovever , yes- 
terday scathingly attacked 'Titoites' (the standard oftage 
in China tor Khrushchev's adherents) for calling tbe set- 
tleaent a "triuapb of wisdoa and pe&ce' - and for criticis- 
ing Cuban resistance to the "US-USSR accord. " 
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
